N O T R E D A M E P A S S 


This Pass w as used very su ccessfu lly by Notre Dame last season In 
nearly every gam e that they played and the reasons are clear. 
The 
receiver Is concealed until just before he breaks out into the open to 
receive and with the attention of the defensive backs drawn by two 
decoys he Is a very difficult man to cover. 
The pass is also optional 
and if this end is covered there are tw o m en who may receive the ball. 
Another feature of this striking play is that it starts as if it were to ba 
an end run which prevents the defensive backs from im m ediately cov- 
ring the receivers. 
The Left E nd sneaks behind the defensive line and, breaks out and 
receives the pass after the play starts. 
He does not m ove fast at first 
and is,jcareful not to bump anyone and be delayed. 
The Left Tackle back to the rear and right to protect the passer. 
The Left Guard, the Center, the R ig h t G uard and the R ig h t Tackle 
hold at first and then go down and interfere for the receiver. 
The R ig h t End goes straight down and decoys the defensive back 
away from tbe receiving territory. 
The Q uarterback after a slight delay runs to the left as a decoy. 
The N u m b er One and the Number Two Backs start as if the play 
were to be an end run and then stop to protect the passer. 
The N u m b er Three B a ck receives the ball direct from the center, 
starts as if for an end run and then backs away and passes the ball. 
As played by Notre Dam e the backs “hep" two steps before the ball 
Is snapped, but this does not affect this particular play ajid Is not essen ­ 
tial. 
Notre Dame played aU their plays in 1921 with the quarterback 
yelling “hep” and the halfbocks stepping two steps, counting, one-two, 
and going off on three. 
In the past seven years the Notre Dame team has never had a play 
In their system that was as successful as the above. 
The gveat thing about this play for any team Is that la may be 
worked by a team p ossessin g no great players. The su ccess of the Idea 
here lies In the skillful deception of Its execution.

conviction, hut because some one tells us to believe it, 
or be­ 
cause we Imagine that it is best to believe it, has been called Faith. 
Men have died for it. and, what is worse, they have killed other peo­ 
ple Tor it, atid thought they were very graml 
and noble. 
As a matter of fact this is not faith at all, but the most deadly 


form of unfalth. 
It is not the blatant infidel that is most dangerous, It is the fa­ 
natical persecutor. 
The man w ho resorts to force, force of any kind, 
w hether physical or spiritual, to silence his opponent, is simply a man 
who is not certain that he himself lias the truth. 
If lie were certain of the truth he would have no fear of oppo­ 
sition. 
When one has a desire only to know what is true and a will­ 
ingness to truth in that, he does not strive nor cry. 
If he believes in a deity at all, he must believe in an Alinighty 
one. 
So why should he worry or draw his sword? 
T his Is the gist of the doctrine of non-resistance. 
When you 
do not resist it shows that you have no fear of your enemy and. an 
utter confidence in your position. 
Faith excludes resistance, even 
j as perfect love oasteth out fear. 
U nfortunately w e have identified a good deal of our love of the 
truth w ith contention and party spirit. 
Men have always talked 
about “ the defenders of the fa ith .” 
They have always been much 
more w illin g to fight for their notion of the truth than to rectify that 
notion when they found it was deficient. 
But faith needs no defenders, the truth needs no champions. 
If 
we sim ply w ill believe it and trust it, it will take care of us.
